INTERVIEWS

afternoon practices. No player interviews are 
allowed before contests on gamedays. 

POSTGAME INTERVIEWS 

After a brief cooling-off period, all players and 
coaches will be available for interviews. Please 
contact a media relations representative in the 
press box to arrange postgame interviews. 


MEDIA ACCESS 

All requests for working press credentials 
and photo passes for Aztex events should be 
directed to the Aztex media relations 
department. 

RADIO AND TELEVISION 

A phone line will be made available at Aztex 
events for visiting radio stations to broadcast 
home games. Press box credentials for radio 
or television should be requested at least one 
week prior to each game. Anyone interested 
in covering a game and/or practice should 
contact the media relations office at least 24 
hours in advance.

Media guides, game programs, game notes, 
rosters, and up-to-date results and statistics 
will be available at the press area to working 
members of the media at each Aztex home 
game.

The Pitch 

1. Halfway Line 

2. Center circle 

3. Center spot 

4. Touchline/sideline 

5. Corner arc 

6. End line/goal line 

7. Penalty area/18-yard box 

8. Penatly arc 

9. Penalty spot 

10. Goal area/6 yard box 

11. Goal 


1. Halfway line 

The middle of the field is divided lengthwise 
by the halfway line. 

2. Center circle 

A 10-yard circle in the center of the field 
marks the area where the defending team 
must stay outside of during kickoff. 

3. Center Spot 

A mark at the center of the halfway line 
where the ball is placed during kickoffs. 

4. Touchline/sideline 

The line that defines the outer edge of the 
longer sides of the field. When the ball goes 
out over the touch line, a throw-in occurs. 
The width of the field varies by venue, with 
most fields between 65 and 80 yards. 


5. Corner arc 

Area where the ball is placed on corner kicks. 
A flag at least five feet high stands at all four 
corners. 

6. End line/goal line 

Lines that mark out of bounds at either 
end of the field. When the ball goes out of 
bounds over the goal line, either a goal kick 
or corner kick occurs, depending on which 
team last touched the ball. 

7. Penalty area/18-yard box 

A rectangular box centered on the goal that 
marks the penalty area. This box is 44 yards 
wide by 18 yards deep. A foul inside the 
penalty area results in a penalty kick. 


8. Penalty arc 

This arc adjoins the penalty area, and 
encloses the area within 10 yards from the 
penalty sport. It is not part of the penalty 
area and is only relevant during the taking of 
a penalty kick. 

9. Penalty Spot 

This spot is inside the penalty area 12 yards 
from the goal. The penalty spot is where the 
penalty kicks are taken from. 

10. Goal Area/6-yard box 

A smaller rectangle inside the penalty area 
that is also centered on the goal. The box 
measures 20 yards wide by 6 yards deep. This 
box marks the area from which a goal kick 
must be taken. 

11. Goal 

Points are scored when the ball passes into 
the goal that is 24 feet wide by 8 feet high.

Roster 

A USL PDL roster consists of 26 players, with 
11 on the field at a time. 

Point System 

The standard FIFA (3-1-0) system awards 
three points for a regulation victory. In a tie, 
each team earns one point. For a loss, a team 
earns no points. 

Game clock 

All games are comprised of 90 minutes (two 
45-minute halves). During the regular sea¬ 
son, no overtime is utilized. 

Substitutions 

Seven substitutions are allowed per league 
game. 


RULES AND PENALTIES 

Yellow card 

Held up by a referee to warn a player for dan¬ 
gerous or unsportmanlike conduct. 

Red card 

Received during a game after a player earns 
two yellow cards or commits an egregious 
foul. The player must then leave the game. 

Throw in 

When the ball crosses the outside boundary, 
the team that gains possession will continue 
play with a two-handed throw in. There are 
no offsides on a throw in. 

Offsides 

A player is considered offsides if he is 
involved in a play where there are less than 
two opposing players between him and the 
goal when the ball was kicked to him. 


Free kick 

This kick is taked from the point at which a 
foul occurred. Prior to being kicked, the ball 
must be stationary. The opponents stand 10 
yards from the ball until it is kicked. 

Penalty kick 

A player is awarded a shot against the goalie 
from the penalty spot if that player or a 
teammate was fouled inside the penalty 
area. 

Goal kick 

Used to restart the game after the opposi¬ 
tion has kicked the ball over the goal line. 

Corner kick 

Used to restart the game after the defending 
team has kicked the ball over the goal line. 


Positions And Common Formations 


Goalkeeper 

The main task of the goalkeeper is the pre¬ 
vent the opposing team from scoring in the 
net. He accomplishes this by using his hands 
and body to deflect the goal. The goalkeeper 
also customarily wear a different color jersey 
from the rest of the team. 

Defender 

An outfield player's main goal is the prevent 
the opposing team from scoring. 

Midfielder 

A midfielder positions himself halfway 
between the defense and offense. His main 
goal is the steal the ball from the opposing 
defense, help maintain possession, and set 
up the offense. 

Forward 

The forward is closest to the opposing team's 
goal and has the responsibility to score 
goals.

#0 John Kaschak Goalkeeper 6'0" Age: 21 

College: St. Edwards High School: Allen (Allen, TX) 

Kaschak is known locally as the goalkeeper for St. Edwards. As a redshirt freshman, Kaschak made six 
starts tallying a 3-3 record while making 21 saves., including three shutouts. He was named the Heart¬ 
land Conference Defensive Player of the Week twice as a freshman and once as a sophomore. 

Kaschak played at Allen High School and on the club level for the Dallas Texans. 


#1 Michael Lisch Goalkeeper 6'4" 175 lbs Age: 21 

College: Wake Forest High School: Westlake 


Lisch earned three varsity letters in high school, earning District MVP honors in 2008. Lisch also played 
for Lonestar Soccer Club and also the South Texas Olympic Development Program team in 2006 and 
2007. While in Austin, Lisch was named to the First Team all Centex team by Rise Magazine. At Wake 
Forest, the 6 foot 4 inch Lisch started all 21 matches in goal for the Demon Deacons in the 2011 
sea-ison. During the season, Lisch made 81 saves and five shutouts, for a goal-against-average of 1.34. 



#2 Zack Pope Midfield 5 , 7 ,, / 140 lbs Age: 26 

College: Duke/Austin Aztex PDL High School: Stony Point 

One of the leaders of the squad, Pope served as assistant men's soccer coach at Southwestern Uni¬ 
versity in Georgetown. In 2009, Pope appeared in seven games for the Austin Aztex. During his time 
in Austin, Pope also coached with Lonestar Soccer Club since 2008. Pope attended Round Rock Stony 
Point High School and earned All-American and Nike All-Star Honors. Pope played at Duke University 
and was named a Freshman All-American as he led the Blue Devils advance to the NCAA Final Four. 


#3 Miguel Zapata Defense 6 , 0 ,, / 175 lbs Age: 19 

College: Tulsa High School: Mayde Creek (Houston, TX) 



Zapata is a 6-foot-tall defender who gained experience as a Home-Grown academy player for the 
Houston Dynamo. Zapata spent the 2011 season as a freshman at Tulsa, appearing in 14 games. 

Zapata is among three other players from Tulsa who on the squad, along with Rocha and Boultt. 

Zapata was one of three players from the Houston Dynamo Academy U-18 team to compete at the Eu- 
rovoetball Tournament in the Netherlands, helping his team finish seventh in the tournament. He also 
made appearances in the 2011 Dallas Cup, 2010 SUM U-17 Cup, and two USSF Academy U-18 seasons. 

#4 Matt Boullt Defense 6'1", 155 lbs Age: 21 

College: Tulsa High School: Clements (Sugar Land, TX) 

Boullt is a 6 foot 1 inch tall defender who gained experience as a Home-Grown academy player for the 
Houston Dynamo. He spent the 2011 season as a junior at Tulsa, appearing in 17 games. Boullt has de¬ 
veloped a long range shot, with 11 of his shots during his sophomore year coming from his defender 
position. He has proved to be an integral part of Tulsa's defense by helping the team post shutouts 
over Western Illinois, SIO-Edwardsville, University of Alabama-Birmingham and Kentucky. 

#5 Dillon Powers Midfield 5'11", 172 lbs Age: 21 

College: Notre Dame High School: Plano (Plano, TX) 



Powers is a very talented player with a high ceiling as a soccer player. He served as captain at the 
University of Notre Dame during his junior season and has experience with the U.S. U-18 and U-20 
national teams. Powers is a center midfielder with the finishing tools to score and the eye to distribute 
the ball and create opportunities. He was named the 2008-09 Gatorade National Boys Soccer Player of 
the Year and has earned national awards and recognition on his club side, Andromeda FC. 

#6 Scott Luedtke Defense 5'10", 152 lbs Age: 21 

College: CSU Bakersfield High School: Pearce (Richardson,TX) 

Luedtke was a three-time first team All-District player for J.J. Pearce High School in Richardson. He will 
join the Aztex with fellow CSU Bakersfield teammate Jesus'Chuy'Sanchez. Luedtke also played for 
the Dallas Texans club team from 2002 through 2009. As a redshirt sophomore, Luedtke started all 20 
games for CSU Bakersfield during the 2011 season, providing two assists while being named to the 
all-tournament team.

Parrish finished his sophomore campaign at the University of North Carolina-Wilmington. Parrish 
played in 15 games during his sophomore campaign and 16 games in his freshman campaign, scoring 
a game winner against Drexel for his lone goal. Parrish scored 10 goals and 15 assists during his junior 
season at Cypress Creek High School and was named First Team All-District and First Team All-Region. 
Parrish played his club soccer with Dallas Texas Houston, where he helped the squad to the Dallas Cup 
Championships and win the Disney Soccer Showcase twice. 

#9 Jacob Powell Midfield 5'9" 130 lbs Age: 19

Powell is a speedy midfielder who has played in the club circuit in the Austin area. He has appeared 
with Forza FC 


#10 Pedro Pereira Midfield 5'1 0,175 Age: 23 

College: Oklahoma Baptist High School: Leander 



Born in Goiania, Brazil, Pereira played his junior season at midfield for Oklahoma Baptist University. 
During the 2011 campaign, Pereira played in 16 games while starting in 14. Pereira displayed a capa¬ 
bility of contributing to offense, tallying eight goals, three assists and converting both penalty kick 
attempts. During his freshman year at UNC-Wilmington, Pereira was named Topdrawer.com Freshman 
All-American. After transferring from the University of North Carolina-Wilmington, the 5 foot 10 inch 
Pereira played for the 2009 Austin Aztex PDL team and the Thunder Bay Chill. 

#11 Jesus 'Chuy' Sanchez Midfield 5'6", 130lbs Age: 21 

College: CSU Bakersfield High School: Castle Park (San Diego, CA) 

Born in Mazatlan, Sanchez displayed the ability to see the field. During his junior season at CSU 
Bakersfield, leading his team with 13 assists and 3 goals in 21 matches played. The assists rate was 
among the highest in men's Division I NCAA soccer. In 2010, Sanchez was named MPSF Player of the 
Year when he combined for 8 goals and 2 assists in 20 matches. The 5 foot 6 inch Sanchez played at 
Castle Park High School in San Diego, where he was named to the first team All-South Bay League. 

#12 James Martin Midfield 5'9", 150 lbs Age: 21 

College: St. Edward's Haywards Heath, England 


James Martin is a central midfielder who is integral to both building the attack and defending the 
middle of the field. Martin moved to Austin from Haywards Heath, England in August 2011. In Eng¬ 
land, Martin played club soccer at Chippenham Town. Martin moved to Austin to keep playing soccer 
and to further his education. Martin scored four goals in his season with St. Edward's University. 






#13 Josh Alcala Defense 5'9", 150 lbs Age: 28 

College/Club: South Carolina/Austin Aztex PDL High School: Hays 

Alcala was previously the starting left back for the 2008 Austin Aztex PDL squad and the 2009 USL1 
Aztex squad. Alcala joined the University of South Carolina Gamecocks as a College Soccer News Top 
100 incoming freshman to watch. Alcala excelled in defense and was moved to midfield for his junior 
season, finishing with 3 goals and 5 assists. He moved to forward during his senior campaign, scoring 
7 goals and 9 assists. Alcala brings a blend of experience, leadership and versatility that will prove to 
be valuable for the Austin Aztex.

#14 William Morse Midfield 6'1", 165 lbs Age: 21 

College: Florida Gulf Coast High School: Clements (Sugar Land, TX) 

Morse will enter his senior campaign at Florida Gulf Coast among the all-time leaders in four statistical 
categories. Morse collected 2 goals and 6 assists during his junior season and led the team to NCAA 
Championship Tournament in their first year of postseason eligibility. At Clements High School, Morse 
earned All-District first team honors twice and to the All-State first team. Morse joins the Aztex and 
will play in the attacking midfielder role, helping create scoring opportunities. 


#15 Jesus 'Chuy' Cortes Midfield 5 ' 5 ", 140 lbs Age: 22 

College: Incarnate Word High School: Central Catholic (San Antonio, TX) 

'Chuy' Cortes is a playmaker of a midfielder that plays bigger than his size indicates. A two time San 
Antonio Express-News Player of the Year, Cortes ability to create plays translated to college at Univer¬ 
sity of the Incarnate Word. Cortes scored 6 goals and provided 8 assists during his collegiate career. 
Now with the Austin Aztex, Cortes will continue his role as an attacking midfielder. 




#16 Tony Rocha Midfield 5'9" 165 lbs Age:18 

College: Tulsa High School: Klein Oak (Spring, TX) 

The 18-year-old midfielder finished his freshman campaign at Tulsa, where he was named as the Con¬ 
ference USA Freshman of the Year and to the All-Conference Third Team. Rocha started all 15 games 
as a true freshman, netting one goal and leading the team with 5 assists. Rocha graduated from Klein 
Oak High School in Spring, Texas. The 5 foot 9 inch Rocha was a three-year letter winner, three time all- 
District honoree and was named to the All-Greater Houston second team as a sophomore. 


#17 Alesi Osorio Midfield/Forward 5'9", 155 lbs Age: 21 

College: East Tennessee State High School: Lyndon B. Johnson 


While in high school, Osorio helped lead his team to a 45-14 record while earning First-Team All- 
District honors in 2008. Osorio is also an alumnus of Lonestar Soccer Clubs U18 Academy team in the 
USSF Academy League.

Tyrpak, a sophomore at Houston Baptist, made a splash since he stepped on campus. As a freshman, 
Tyrpak played in 17 games and led the team with 8 goals, 40 shots, and tied for the team lead with 5 
assists. Tyrpak was twice named the Atlantic Soccer Conference Rookie of the Week, a member of the 
All-Conference First Team, and was awarded the Rookie of the Year. As a sophomore, the 5-foot-11 inch 
Tyrpak led the team with 4 assists and was named to the All-Conference Second Team.

He 
was a member of the Lobos squad that went undefeated last season, getting knocked out in the NCAA 
tournament in a penalty-kick loss. As a junior, smith led the team in scoring the 10 goals and 5 assists. 
At Boerne, Smith's team won the 2004Texas 4A State Championship. In 2009, he was named first team 
all-district, district MVP, first team all-region, first team all-state, All-American and SA Player of the Year. 

#23 Michael Kafari Midfield 6'1", 175 lbs Age: 20 

College: New Mexico High School: Centennial (Boise, ID) 

Kafari is an attacking player originally from Accra, Ghana. In America, he stood out at Centennial High 
School in Idaho, where he led his team to a 5A State Championship in 2009. He was named First Team 
All-Conference as a forward in 2008 and 2009. Kafari has adjusted to the midfielder position at New 
Mexico, making 21 appearances for the Lobos during their undefeated regular season. Kafari will com¬ 
pete for a starting midfielder position in Dalglish's system. 

#24 Travis Golden Defense 6'1", 160 lbs Age: 20 

College: Campbell High School: James Bowie 



Golden was a Lonestar Aztex USSF Academy member in the 2008 and 2009 seasons. He has played 
against Chelsea, Stoke City, Bayern Munich, Chivas, Monterrey and Tecos in club international compe¬ 
tition.

The Austin Aztex announced last Septem¬ 
ber that it will launch a new franchise in the 
United Soccer Leagues (USL) beginning with 
the 2012 season. The previous franchise with 
the same name was founded in 2008, com¬ 
peting first in the USL Premier Development 
League (PDL), then moving to USDs top pro¬ 
fessional league in 2009 before moving to 
Orlando, Florida following the 2010 season. 

The rebranded Aztex will once again begin 
by competing in the PDL in 2012, and build 
a foundation for a future professional team 
in the Austin market. The Austin metropoli¬ 
tan area is one of the 20 largest cities in the 
United States, and has a rapidly growing fan 
base. 

Coaches and staff have already looked far 
and wide for talent to fill their PDL and Su¬ 
per-20 rosters, holding three tryouts, scout¬ 
ing leagues and hosting an indoor showcase 
featuring all-star teams from the city's indoor 
soccer facilities. 

"The showcase gave us the opportunity to 
look at additional players in the community 
that can have an impact for our team," said 
Aztex Director of Operations, Ric Granryd. 
"We want to be sure that we have looked ev¬ 
erywhere in the community to get the best 
players available." 

The Aztex proved to be serious in their 
search for local talent when they signed their 
first four players, all of whom graduated 
from Austin-area high schools. 


The new franchise is owned and operated by 
ATX SOCCER LLC, chaired by David Markley, a 
founder and minority owner of the previous 
Aztex franchise. Mr. Markley is an Austin- 
based businessman who volunteered as 
director of operations in 2008 and general 
manager for the Aztex PDL team in 2009. He 
served on the PDL Executive Committee and 
was recognized as the PDL Executive of the 
Year for his efforts in 2009. 

"As has been proven for many years, Austin 
is a fantastic soccer market with a loyal and 
fervent fan base," USL President Tim Holt 


said. "We couldn't be more excited that those 
deserving fans will once again have a team 
to support, and there's no better person 
than David Markley to head up the new PDL 
franchise in Austin." 

Mr. Markley also conveyed his deep appre¬ 
ciation for Austin's fans. "I look forward to sit¬ 
ting among Austin's fans again and cheering 
for our team. Several members of Austin's 
soccer supporter groups have been instru¬ 
mental in reorganizing the team and devel¬ 
oping our new logo, which was designed 
byTy Hudgins and Phil Davis."The new logo 
features the lone star which is representative 
of the state's capital, and emphasizes the 
letters ATX, a commonly used acronym for 
the city. 
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Austin Soccer History 


Austin's rich history in the USL started 
when USL Founder and President, Francisco 
Marcos placed the Southwest Indoor Soccer 
League's (SISL) first expansion team in Austin 
for the 1987-88 season. The Austin Sockadil- 
los which was co-owned by NASL and MISL 
legend Tatu, began playing outdoors as well 
in 1989, with a slight name change to the 
Soccadillos to differentiate between indoor 
and outdoor operations. The first expansion 
team in the SISL, the Sockadillos featured 
such local stars as Steve Bailey, Saeed Kadk- 
hodaian, Brian Monaghan, Uwe Balzis, and 
Chris Veselka. 

The franchise was renamed the Austin Lone 
Stars after the 1993 season, and added a 
W-League Lady Lone Stars team in 1999-00. 
The Lonestars represented Austin and the 
D3 Pro League in the Lamar Hunt US Open 
Cup from 1997 to 1999, reaching the second 
round the first two years. The Lone Stars con¬ 
tinued the tradition of developing talented 
players as the Austin Lone Stars fielded new 
stars including Gabe Jones, Marc Madeley, 
and Ben Crawley. 

The franchise reached the playoffs in seven 
of twelve outdoor seasons, and was recog¬ 
nized with induction into the USL's inaugural 
Hall of Fame Class in 2002 as a 10+ Club. 

The franchise was owned and operated by 
Marcos, 2006 Hall of Fame inductee Saeed 
Kadkhodaian, and Wolfgang Suhnholz. 

More recently, the Austin Lightning played 
for six seasons in the USL PDL beginning in 
2002. Marcel Uriarte earned league honors 
with the Austin Lightning. 

A new chapter in Austin soccer started in 
2008 with the introduction of the Austin 
Aztex in the USL PDL and the addition of a 
professional USL1 team in 2009. The PDL 
Team, co-owned and operated by David 
Markley, made the playoffs in both years of 
operation, but was disbanded by majority 
owner, Phil Rawlins prior to the 2010 season. 
The USL1 team had its best year in 2010 
prior to relocating and being rebranded as 
Orlando City FC. 

The Austin Aztex team that competed in the 
PDL in 2008 was led by Coach of the Year 
Wolfgang Suhnholz, and included Goalkeep¬ 
er of the Year, Miguel Gallardo, and Defender 
of the Year, Beto Papandrea. Twenty-one 
players that competed on the 2008 and 2009 
squads have gone on to play professionally, 
including current MLS players, Austin da Luz 
(DC United) and Matt Gold (Toronto FC). 

Gallardo, Zack Pope, AJ Goldbolt, Josh Alcala, 


Kieron Bernard, Wes Allen, and Jamie Watson 
went on to star for the Aztex professional side, 
while Ryan Mirsky, Jeff Harwell, Kyle Helton, 
and Kendall McFayden were pulled up to the 
pro roster once their PDL duties were com¬ 
pleted. 

Most recently, Aztex PDL alumnus Leone Cruz 
can be seen in the MLS with Real Salt Lake. 
Other Aztex PDL alumni such as Chris Spend- 
love, Andres Cuero, and Jamie Scope played 
with the Wilmington Hammerheads, Chris 
Salvagionne was a member of the Charlotte 
Eagles, and Gary Boughton played with FC 
New York. Former Aztex PDL players compet¬ 
ing overseas include Jamie Cunningham with 
the Puerto Rico Islanders, Roger Da Costa who 
is playing in South Africa with the Moroka 
Swallows, and Euan Holden with Stockport 
County Football Club. 

Kendall McFayden went on to lift the cham¬ 
pionship trophy with the Kitsap Pumas in the 
PDL, while Milton Blanco was selected as the 
PDL MVP after leading the league in points 
and assists with the Fresno Fuego.

The Aztex will have a House to call their home. The Aztex announced they will play their home games at House Park, located at the heart of 
downtown Austin. 

House Park has served as the home of prior soccer teams in Austin's history and—considering the central location and nearby pubs—serves 
as the de facto soccer hub of the city. The 6,000-capacity stadium is a short walking distance from local pubs, Shoal Creek, Austin's famous 6th 
Street, Zilker Park, a skate park, the Austin Recreation Center and The University of Texas at Austin. 

House Park has been a significant venue for sports in Austin. The playing surface is covered with FieldTurf for all-purpose and year round use. It 
hosts high school soccer and football and games for Austin, Anderson, McCallum and Lanier High Schools. 

House Park is named for Colonel E.M. House, a national political leader from Austin who served as a principal advisor to President Woodrow Wil¬ 
son. Colonel House donated the land of his horse pasture to the City of Austin for public use. The East Stands were built in 1937 and the facility 
opened in 1939.
